the party all adjourned to the Pandvko ofzdf'he history of all nations, ancient and mos 


dern, has proved, that their submission to 
foreign aggression on their territories, has ine 
variably provetded from one of two causes, 
équally destructive of their fame and fortune 
—timidity, or waat of means of resistance. 
Whilst moderativn carried to the- very verge 
of diseretson had a chance of averting hostilis 
ties, the councils of our Government adopted 
and obey:d its dictates; but when it was 
found that valour and all the energies of the 
British subject in arms could alone resist and 
re pel insolent aggression, an opportunity was 
given to the brave soldier in India of vying 
with their brethren in Furope in the noble 
contempt of death, of sharing in the glory 
obtained by them, and of evincing thàt the 
British heart and its attachment to the cause 
of justice, and of its country, are the same in 
every clime. We have reason to rejoice that 
an enemy so formidable as the Goorkahs 
shewed their hostile disposition ata time when 
we were so well prepared to encounter them 5 
the more so as whilst by the success of vur 
arms, we have deprived them of all hope of 
future successful invasion ; we have, by out 
moderation, convinced them, that if lhey con» 
tiaue to act within the rules preseribed by thé 
laws of good neighbourhood, they have noske 
ing to fear, from our strength—Whilst the 
wisdom of British measures is thus seconded 
by British valor, the glory of the United 
Kingdom tan never set on any part of its 
dominions.”” 

. The learned gentleman concluded by mov- 
ing the first of the series af resolutions printe 
ed hetow, which was seconded by his Lord. 
ship the Clrief Justice, who congratulated the 
great commercial city of Calcutta, ou the rc. 
sults of the battie of Waterlao, which had 
throwa open every port in Kurape to their 
adventurous industry, and had eonstituted 
them the Merchants on the World. i 

The Honorable C. F. Stuart, now rose, 
and stated that at the snggestion of some 
Friends waar him. far whass opinion he enter. 
tamed the highest respect, he begzed to proe 
pose, that a fund subscribed by the Gentle- 
men of this Presideney, for the families of 
those who suffered during the late Campaign, 
should DE transmitted directly from hence to 
the Duke of Wellington, with an Address, 
expressive of high respect for bim, and admi. 
ration ef his gallant eompanionss instead of 
being, tanformably with the original propo. 
Sition, immediately forwarded to the Com. 
Biittee for managing the fund established for 
similar purposes in England. 1e urged that 
this mode of transmission would afford a most 
favourable opportunity of expressing to that 
Nobleman, the sentiments entertained by the 
Indian public, ef the transcendant services 
he has rendercd to his Cóuntry $ and would 
prove highly gratifying to many individuals 
Who were personally: acquainted with his 
Grace, and had been the chmpanions’ of his 
military career in this-empirë, This proposal 
Could not but be well received by an asécm. 
bly who remembered with pride and salisfac. 
tion, that India had been the cradle in which 
the uarivalled talents of the noble Duke had 
been nursed, . It was tecanded by Major 
Doyle, and unanimeusly carried. 

Mr. Stuart then rose a second tiine, and 
Commemorated the gleries of the uuequalled 
days of the 16th and 18th of June, in a full 
Dow ef eloqguence and feeling, which cleêtri. 
led every one of his hearcers, whosd ‘admira. 
ton was repeatedly expressed by toud plaus 
dits and animated cheering. We exceedingly, 
Eegret our total inability to report faïithfully’ 
an address alike honorable to tbe head’ and 
heart of the speaker; and irresistibly  calcus 
lated tu promote in a verp “extensive degree 
the objects of the meeting. All that we can 
attempt is a feeble outline of its princip il di. 
visions. Mr. Stuart began by modestly stata 
Ing, that the‘purposes ‘of their being cätled’ 
together had been so ably explained by Mr. 
Advocate General, that it was Uinnecessary, 
GF he were to be guided by neëessity aloune,) 
for him to say one word; ‘but that nów whe 
he Was upon his’ legs, he could 'nöt ‘refrain 
from offering his hamble tribùte of ‘admira 
Uon of the glorious victory at Waterloo 5 
and ef that gallant- army by which it had 
been achieved. He stated: that, to’ estimaté 
properly ‘the extent of what we owed to' (hat 
gallant armysit was necussaey” to “consider; 
got only (tie vatour it had displayed,” but the 
paramouat Importance of the victory” which 
ihad’ gained; and: tlie “conscquences which 
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might have resulted from defca Ie Erigite 
cSt indecision, the least wavering might have 
been fatal. But neither wavering nor indeci, 
siva was to be met with. in that heroic army: 
—and a victory was vbtained, more complcte 
änd more decisive than any which the page of 
history has recorded.—Mr. Stuart then ade 
verted to the preimpt and timely decision 
which the iltustrious Duke had displayed ie 
sending forward a few British regiments on 
the evening of the 15th, te the assistance of 
the Prussians then severely attacked, and 
commented upon the glorious resistance made 
ou the following day by that small band at 
Quatre Bras, when opposed to two complete 
divisions of the French army—a resistancê 
worthy of the most exalted derds in the 
brightest annals of Athens or of Rome. The 
immense importance of this noble stand might 
be estimated from the recorded opinion of 
Lord Castlereagh, who had dectared that to 
it was chicy owing the splendid results of 
the battle of the 18ih, as without it the Duke 
of Wellington would not have been enabled 
to take up the position, loug before selected 
by his pree-minent skill at Waterloe. 
Having called up to the imagination of his 
hearers the splendid scene of that glorious 
Beld, on which, for seven anxivus hours the 
British army withstood and repelled many ree 
peated attacks of an enemy, outenumberiug 
it beyond all eommoa proportiou, he dwelt 
on the importance vof its results, not only 
to the glory of the British Nation, but te 
the immediate interests’of the great “contest 
in which they were engaged. The extent 
to which the-great caase of Europe was at 


stake on that daypy-- must be estimated” 
by the important conscquchcés of the 
victory on our national resouroes. The 


most sanguine member of His Majesty's 
Cabinet had admitted that much depended 
upon the speedy. termination of the-war, as 
the finances of Great - Britain “could not 
support a lengthened expenditure of such mag. 
nitude as to feed and subsidise almost alt (he 
Great Powers of Europe. In celebrating the 
glory of the combat he rapidly adverted to 
the various occasions in which tie British 
Army under Lord Wellington in Spaín, had 
maintained their national superiority over the 
boasted aud misnamed Ínvrincibte legions of 
France, and defeated ín súceession every onè 
of the French armies under every evd of their 
most famous Generals: thus bursting the spell 
that had tift then bound Europe in chains, and 
paralised all her. cfforts fer deliverance. ‘The 
only loop-hole in pride of France still resorted 
to, was that our. army, had never engaged « 
French army headed by Napoleon.==BRat:that 
event at last took place; and the result is 
known. The rival Captains met in a contest, 
where national animosity and military rivaley 
were Joined together, ta render the conflict 
more fierce and dreadful (han any recorded in 
history, Its termination left the British. Gee 
neral‘ünriválled for. military science, and the 
British Army for militars prowess. He pae 
thetically addressed the feelings of the mecte 
ing, by calling them to the field of battle, 
to listen to last wishes of the dyxing soldiers. 
Had (hey beer there, they would have heard 
from the lips of the expiring heroes, that the 
highest “consolation they could receive amid 
the agonies of death, that the sweetest hâlm 
which Could be poured into their bleeding 
Waunds, would be the assurance (hat their wie 
dows and their orphans would be protected. 
He urged that such protection and guardiaun 
ship, was a moral duty and a sacred trust; and 
exhorted all who heard him to open both their 
hearts and their purses for so benevolent and 
humane an end. Alluding to the subscriptions 
for. proposed entertainments in honor of tha 
Victory, he urged that this was no time for 
halls and senseless show, and hoped, that they 
would give way to more solid. expressions of 
exultation and gratitude. The conclusion of 
his admirable address, was accompanied by 
uuiversal applause of the meeting. . df 
The meeting then proceeded to frame a set 
of Resolutions, of which we can only give & 
rough draught, . en td 
L. Resolved, that a subscriptian be opened 
For the relief of the families of the British sole 
diers, who were killed or disabled in. the-bate 
tle of Waterleo, and during the late campaign 
under His Grace the Duke of Wellington. 
‚2. That a Committee, cousisting of Lieute 
tenant. General Palmer, Lieutenant.G eneral Sir 
John Macdonald, K. C. B. Colonel Hawkins, 
Mr. ‚„Rocke, Hon’bie U. F. Stuart, Mr.

Hu. ‚Wood, Mr. Fulton, Mr. Fullarton, Mr.

CHAPTER VI. 


SCENERY OF PARIS. 


We have an English comedy—(not a 
wery good one)-—=in which a worthy Laone 
don citizen who has been led into Wales, 
professes the utmost asteuishment that any 
one can see beauty in-black and roughe 
looking hills, with torrents impeded by 
stones, and rushing between irregular banks, 
falling dowu their sides. [le appeals to 
the sinooth aud level mall, and the caree 
fully preserved canal of St. James's Park, 
which he says are called fine by good 
Judges, to prove that their immediate op- 
posites must be defarmities, My readers, 
theretore, who are checking this account 
of Paris by (heir own netious, formed ou the 
spot of observation, must not even be sar- 
prized, far less angry, it they find that I 
totally dissent trom the statements they 
have been giving to their friends. 1 met 
with many Eoglish there, who could see 
nothing but that the streets were narrow 
and dirty, and that the fronts of the 
houses wanted whitewashing, their stairs 
scouring, aud their «doors seraping aud 
scrubbing, Agreeing with all tus, aud 
grantisg the comfort and respeetability 
accruing froin these observances, [must 
nevertheless prouounee Paris to be a tavst 
magnificent place. Fhe views which it 
presents are of the most touching and 
grand kind; its appearances are intereste 
ing beyond any thing 1 could before have 
fancied. 'Fhe chief reason of this is, that 
character \8 indicated by almost every 
surface. A system of things, calculated, 
with reference to the whole, to produce the 
greatest ageregale amouat of convenience 
and completeness of every kind, tames 
down and restrauns the mamfestaitons 
of individual peeuliarities. 'Fhis prevails 
much more in Enslaud than in France, 
and more in London than in Paris. The 
consequence is, that, in the English capi- 
tal, your ideas and feelings are less free 
queutty and forcibly excited than in the 
French, 

The first sally-forth of a stranger in 
Paris, will probably bring him almost im- 
mediately on the Boulevarde, and here he 
will be forcibly struck by « mass-of novel- 
ty. The Boulevarde gous round Paris, 
and was originally its boundary, but the 
extention of the city has, in many piaces, 
rendered it central, amt it is so in the 
most fashionable and frequented quarters, 
namely, those nearest the palaces aad (he 
theatres. Ìt is, in fact, now, a superb 
street of great breadth, lined on each side 
with trees, between which and the fhouscs, 
gravelled walks have been made for the 
foot passengers. The general cffect here 
is very fine. The eye cannot reach to any 
termmation of the Boulevarde ; amd in the 
distance, Ghe trees according to the 
laws of perspective, appear to unite their 
bravches in an arch, overshadowing with 
their foliage the hurrying groupes of men, 
and wamen, and horses, and carts, and 
carriages, that are perpetually streaming 
to and fro beneath, By moon-light (his 
forms a very grand picture, and suggests a 
contessiorn, that London has nothing sa 
fine in (his way. 


The best streets af the English metras 


polis, owe thcir beauty, in our estimation, 
ta their posseesing those qualities that raise 
ideas of opylenee, comfort, reasonableness 
and general utiliiy; the Parisian WSoule- 
varde is interesting in strong contrast, 
Pictgresque in inconsistencies, grand in 
Size, and averpowering through animation, 
The houses rise to twice the height. of 
Ours3 they arc of stone, and their architece 
ture is generally elaborate. There appar 
here no signs af building rows by cantract 
with the bricklayers, nor any necessit 

for prescribing by a law, what shall be 
the thickness of a party wall. Turn your 
eyes whichsoever way you will, they arc 
met by broad frouts, decorated © with 


conies, aud rising to a height that to 
stranger seems stupendous. The chim- 
nies, as the entl ot a mass of buildings 
presents itself, seem clustered turrets anc 
battlements. The streets that open from 


the Boulevarde,, appear to dart. into a 


peoplel and swarming confusion and un 
certainty 3 they promise, as it. were, ta 
lead to something which. Cannot be fore- 
told from their eutrange, instead of being, 
what all the principal streets are in Lon- 
don, self intimmtors that they are linvs of. 
receptacles for trade aud property, and. 
regular domestic life, Fhis character of 
tlie French streets arises from their nare 
rowuess, as cantrasted with the height of 
the massive houses on each side, and 
ether assemblages, together ef features, 
which, in Eugland, are seldom ar never- 
seen near each otner, ‘Fhus, a grand 
gateway would pr“pare the Englist visiter 
for ihe mansion of a family or rank, were 
it not (hat the court to which it leads, is 
“filled with litter ând dirt, (hat the doors 
are open aal filthy, and the persons who 
appear around therm, illedressed, and in 
‘every way uosuitable. Has (he house, 
then, been deserted by its original magnie 
ficence, and tallen, tn a vutued.state, into 
(he possession of the needy, who herd in 
its drlapidated rooms? No, not so exacte 
by; for a carriage waits to receive the 
inmate of the first floor, —a Marquis in an 
eld coat, silk stockinge, and a cross sa 
“cabrivlet, (ur one horse chaise) is in altene 
‚ dance for whe occupier of the second,—a 
Colonel in a colored waistcoat and a regie 
mental coat;—from the third, a person 
‘walks down in nousdescript attire, which, 
however, indicates him to belong mostly 
to the military class, although, perhaps, 
at that moment, neither his profession nor 
his rank could be very easily defined ;—n 
milliner, with a band-box trips from the 
fourth, —and some miserable dependant 
on the chances of the day, descends trom 
the tuh. 

This miscellaneous congregation is at 
present only altuded to, to give an idca ot 
that sir of uncertainty and incousistency 
which strikes the English visitor in the 
aspect of the houses, and of the strvats 
ef Paris. He is surprised to fiml, when 
he first wishes to call va some of tbe most 
d stinguished personages in fashionable or 
poltrical lite, that he ís taken ta a stroet, 
which bears, to his eye, every mark of 
being exclusively devoted to the poor and 
the vulvar, and the coutrast between this 
situation, selected tor the abode of a meme 
ber of the higher orders of society. in Paris, 
and the places and sjuares which they oc- 
cupy in the Buzlish metropo:is, gives him 
no favorable impression in behalf of the 
tasteful feelings, and orderly habits of 
those among whom he has come, 

Proceeding from the Boulevarde to the 
Tuileries, we pass through the Place Ven. 
dome, Mt is to be considered as one of (he 
squares, of which there sre=very few in 
Paris in comparison with Londoa; and it 
is sacly deficient in that air of decorous 
elegance and cam pleteness, which js the 
result of a fecling for respeetability and 
propriety of Appearance, as well as for 
piere eujoyment, Fhisteeling might not 
uatairly be traced ta a system of society, 
settled and refined by publie independence 
and political strength, which eenfer a sense 
ef individual importance and security. 
‘The place Vendeime.has na pavement for 
promenaders, but thé houses araumd it are 
uniform and grand in their architecture, 
while their doors, window frames, and 
external blinds, are neglected and dirty. 
Lustend of being iu the entire occupation 
of wealthy aud established fanulies, as in 
a similar situation they would be in the 
capital of England, they are cach let out 
in portions 3 the first floors at (he rate of six 
haundred francs per _manth, (about thirty 
pounds} the attics at torty francs, ‘Fhys, 
ihose wiio can afford to pay three hundred

sions. . But, in: the centre of the Place 
Vendome there rises, what is as charac» 
teristic of Paris as these are of London, 
tbe famous pillar erected ‘by Napoleon iu 
honor of his own ‘victories, enesed with 
Cannon taken froin the Austrians 5 and, with 
a due regard to the classical, modelled by 
Messieurs les dr{isls after the pillar of 
Frjan at Rome, 

It was, 1 believe, on the spot now so ac» 
cupied, that there- formerly stood a statue 
of Louis XIV, which is memorable for: 
its inscription pirb immortali, and its re- 
presentations of the nations of Europe 
erouched as‘timic and subdued suppliants 
around the pedestal. After this was put 

up, and the French, as euslaved subjects, 
“bad solaced (heir vanity with their tyranl’s 
gascouade, Eugene and’ Marlborough zais- 
ed the natioas of. Europe from: the supe 
pliant ta the commdading attitude, and 
exerted themselves with such effect, that 
the immortal man died wretched, defeatedt, 
disgraced, himself trembling under the 
horrors of superstition, ‘and his country 
„plunged into calamities tkrough his ina- 
biliiy to repel the consequences of his 
„provocations, ne 

Louis the XIV, and his statue, as the 
humbler ot Europe and his descendants as 
the kings of France, were soon all alike, 
removed from the. scene, and the engraved 
view before ue while | àm writing, of 
the Piace Vendome and the coiumn in 
its centre, deseribes the latter as belonging 
to flis Majesty Napoleon, Emperor of the 
French, and King of lily. His statue, 
lop, ta tits + ngraving, stands proudly on 
its pinnacie, grasping the sceptre of (m- 
perial command, overlooking his good and 
devoted city of Paris, and surmouynting the 
defeate Austriaus. but, alas! tie Ause 
trians had been in Paris as conquerors 
before [ paid my visit to that Capital, anc 
Fsaw nothing of lhe statue of Napoleon? 
A white fag was waving on the top of the 
columu, towards which no one seemed to 
cast. an abashed face, as « signal, that he too 
bad, in the common course of French afs 
fairs, been removed, aud that the Bourbons 
were restored ;—a fine commentary on all 
we had been hearing, during the last ten 
years, of “ eternal äestinies,’* an invincible 
hero, $é commanding fate,” Sc. &c.

player; —this musical hero was. probably 
no more than fiter to his regiment, but he 
is represented at the head. of bis corps in

The French, 
when they were masters of Rome, desiga- 
ed to remove this bulky masterpiece to 
Paris, as they have removed mare portable 
ones. No oppettunity should be lost to 
reprobate the spirit of selfishness thus 
evinced ;—a spirit which is directly op- 
posed to all those scusibilities, for exciting 
which fine art is chiefly valuable. What 
they pretend is admiration of genius, and. 
on the strength of which they vaant theme 
sclhves as the most elegasteminded nation 
of Europe is, in fact, mere sclf-admiration, © 
which makes them think that nothing ex- 
quisite can be in its place uuless it he ia 
Paris, and that uo associalious can he so 
suitable for what is refined and beautiful, 
as those which are supplied by the neigh= 
bourtiood of the gambiung biouses, re stau- 
taleurs, and bijouteric shops of the Palais 
Royal. This national fecliug, coupled 
with inordinate individual vanity, has 
caused thein to be the greatest mutilators 
and disturbers of fine art, which they pro- 
fess ta have taken uuder their necessary 
protection and patronage, (hat the world 
has ever seen, The Columny Trajana,

Richard Crowther, a young gentleman of 
respectable connections, was brought bee 
fore Mr. Joshua Jonathan Smith (the sitte 
ing Aldermau), charged with a violent 
outrage and assault, under the following 
Circumstances ; == 

Mr, Datamore, the keeper of the Lone 
don Coffeeshouse, on Luucigateehill, de pose 
ed, that about hilfspast uine o'cloek the 
prvceding evening, while his coffeeroom 
was crowdded with gentlemen, the prisoner 
rashed in, followed by three young girls 
almost in a state of nudity, and an inmense 
concourse of people, The witness was 
under the necessity of calling in the aid of 
the peace officers, who fvally succeeded 
in removing the primary cause of the dige 
turbance, and he was lodge in the Comp- 
ter, . 

Lawrence Pascal, an officer, deposed 
that he was called iu to remove the prison- 


er fram the London Coffegehouse, and 


that with some dificulty he contrived to 
get hin into the street ; that the prisoner 
drew a sword from a stick, and thregtsned 


destruction to alt who opposed him ;” and

that, on being deprived of this weapon, he 


drew a pen-knife, and swore he would 
run it inte any person who came near 
him. Witness saw three young women,

J. Alvaranza, another officer, deposed,

Blackfriars, he wasalarmed by a noise in 
the street, He rushed out to ascertain the 
cause, and found the prisoner surrounded 
first by three young ladies, one of whom 
clung closely to his arm, and then -by an 
immense mob. ‘The young lady who was 
so closely in contact with the prisoner, 
exclaïmed most vehbementJy that he was 
her husband, an ! he as positively said she 
was ‘his wife, This was denied by the 
other young ladies, who he understuod to 
be the sisters of the first, and who, in 
frantic terms entreated her to return, 
Thisshe refused to do, and the mob taking 
pat different ways, literally baited the 

arties‘in a most wanton manner, Wite 
ticss followed the parties up Leudgateehill, 
and was positive the prisoner had no pene 
knife in his hand, nor did hesee him use 
the sword-stick. 

Alderimnan Smith now asked the last 
Witness if he knew the circumstances 
under which the stoppage of the prisoner 
had taken place ? 

Mr. James having answered in the 
negative, 

The Worthy Alderman told him, that 
the real fact was, that the Prisoner was 
attempting to carry off the innocent daugh- 
ter of a most respeetable merchant, tor 
purposes which might be conceived withe 
out explanation; that the sisters of the 
young lady, on being informed of her 
fight, with a breoming zeal for the 
character of their family, rushed out as 
they were in pursuit, andon finding the 
deluded girl determined to persevere ín 
a course that might lead ultimately to 
her ruin ;they clungto herin the most 
affectionate manner, and by their excla- 
mations, told to the collected crowd the 
causc of their distress. The Prisoner was 
however unmoyed; hbe persevercd 
jn the pursuit of his passion, and 


to disguise the object he had in view, he 


joined the unfortunate victim of hís 
snares, in a declaration, that they were 
husband and wife, (he fact being otherwise. 
He then attempted to escape with her, 
but was too closely pursued by those 
whose honest indignation induced them, 
on perceiving the brink of destruction 
over which the uahappy girl _hovered, to 

reserve her, if possible. This it was

prisoner, upon which he drew his sword 
from acane, struck witnesg an tbe ari, 
and threatered ta ran it through any 
persou that opposed hims the crowd then 
increased, and the young ladies clung to 
their sister, who seemed determined to go 
with the prisoner, and they all scrambled 
together till they reached Ludgateehill,

The Magistrate ordered him to find 
bail, to take his trial for agsaulting Ben. 
jemin Smith and Thomas Watts, the two 
yoaths, who, at the instance of the sisters 
of the young lady, had endeavoured ta 
prevent their escape.

The residence of the young lady being 
ascertained, notice was sent to her parents, 
and her father having soon after arrived 
at the London Coffeeshouse, she and her 
sisters were safely conducted home.
